Once  in  a  lifetime  event 


Case  High  volleyball  team  wins  100  straight

They  already  held  the  record  for 
the  most  consecutive  victories  of 
any  high  school  team  sport,  but  for 
Case  High  reaching  100  straight 
wins  was  a  magical  once  in  a 
lifetime  event. 

The  Cardinals  accomplished  that 
feat  and  captured  their  seventh  con¬ 
secutive  South  Coast  Conference 
title  when  they  defeated  Dighton- 
Rehoboth,  15-4,  14-16,  15-5  this 
past  Thursday  evening  in  Swansea. 

The  game  seemed  almost  an- 
ticlimactic  after  the  opening 

ceremonies  which  included  intro¬ 
ductions  of  some  of  die  players  who 
made  99  straight  possible  including 
Aimcc  Lccomlc  (whose  teams  won 
84  of  the  100  straight),  Donna 
Mcllo,  Michelle  Silva.  Missy 
Aguiar  and  Missi  Pimcntal,  Tracy 
Howarth,  Vickie  Philibert,  Sara  Mc¬ 
Kenna  as  well  as  players  from  the 
1981  state  champion,  Lori  Machado 
and  Maureen  McCabe  Kay. 

Cameramen  from  television 
channels,  5,  6,  12  and  local  cable 
were  present  to  capture  the  moment 


as  were  a  host  of  photographers, 
town  officials  and  a  packed  house  of 
fans. 

To  even  approach  100  wins  in  a 
row  including  tournament  games 
seems  almost  unbelievable.  The 
process  began  in  1987  and  con¬ 
tinued  this  past  week.  To  achieve 
the  record  the  Cardinals  not  only 
had  to  win  20  regular  season  games 
but  then  five  tournament  games. 
Making  it  even  more  remarkable 
was  the  fact  that  for  the  last  two 
years  they  have  played  in  Division  I 

representing  the  smallest  school  in 
the  division  against  the  best  of  the 
state. 

The  one  constant  in  all  100  vic¬ 
tories  has  been  coach  Christine 
Stanton  literally  the  driving  force 
behind  the  tradition  of  volleyball 
excellence  at  Case  High  whose  own 
hard  work  and  dedication  to  the 
game  as  been  a  role  model  for  her 
players. 

On  Thursday  the  stage  was  set  for 
their  100th  straight.  Case  only  had 
to  win  the  match. 


The  first  game  went  easily  llianks 
to  Monica  Tobin’s  well  placed 
spikes  and  the  solid  consistent  play 
of  Danielle  Chagnon,  Lisa  Sousa, 
Kns  Lawlor,  Pam  Kelly  and  Kcni 
McMahon.
